TUBERCULOSIS  is  res]>on<)ihle  for  one-seventh  of  the  total 
•leath  rate  of  the  world.    It  has  l)een  well  called  the  "Captain 
of  the  men  of  death." 

In  1913  British  Columbia  lost  42'>  of  iicr  |H>ople  from  tiilier 
culosis ;  tiie  City  of  Nancouver  12S.    At  least  five  times  this  num- 
ber are  atTccted  and  are  still  with  us.     Apart  from  the  amount  of 
human  suffering  that  these  figures  represent,  the  ecoi.omic  loss  in 
dollars  and  cents  to  our  country  is  enormous. 

Tuberculosis  is  largely  preventable. 

These  facts  explain  the  existence  of  the  ANTI-TUBERCULO- 
SIS SOCIETY  OF  BRITISH  COLUMBIA  which  was  organize.l 
in  1904,  previous  to  which  little  or  nothing  was  l)eing  done. 

The  objects  of  this  Society  are  briefly  two  (a)  Cure,  and  (b) 
Prevention.

The  monthly  deficit  at  the  Sanatorium  amounts  to  aliout 
$1,500.00.     Under  present  conditions  we  cannot  pay  our  bills:. 

Is  this  work  to  stop?     Is  the  Institution  to  close? 

No  one  who  realizes  what  this  Institution  means  to  those  who 
are  afflicted  and  to  those  lielonging  to  them,  and  certainly  no  one 
who  has  l>een  to  Tranquille  and  seen  these  {leoplc  lighting  for 
life  and  health  can  seriously  contemplate  such  a  step.  It  would  be 
a  tragedy.  If  the  Sanatorium  were  to  close  its  doors  today  alwut 
eighty  of  these  people  who  have  no  money  and  nc  home  would  lie 
turned  out  without  health  and  with  no  place  to  go. 

In  the  interest  '>f  those  who  are  afflicted  and  for  the  protection 
of  our  (leople,  thr  ,vork  must  go  on;  and  to  this  end  we  lielieve 
that  the  people  have  only  to  know  these  facts.  It  is  to  this  work 
— to  the  .saving  and  protection  of  our  jieoplc — that  your  assistance 
this  afternoon  will  go.     Could  any  cause  lie  lietter?
